This day the legiflative council of this 
territory, formed a;quorum, and pro-

The council proceeded to the choice 
of cficers, as follows—Lhe bon.

able diftharge. I confidently look to 
you gentlemen, for thefe qualifications, 
and I doubt not but your «labors willbe 
Ercught toa fortunate clofe. ‘Phe obfla- 
cles however,we have to {urmount ought 
net to be concealed. -To mifcalculate 
them in any way, might prove injurious; 
—to effeem-our duties toa light to re- 
quire: extraordinary exertion, would be 
ts err in-one extreme; to be difmayed 
hy an apprehenficn of their gigantic 
weight, would be equally unfortunate 
on the other.

For my part, I am 
Aeenly fenfible of the delicacy and im- 
pertance of the fituation in which my 
rrefent office places me—I enter upon it 
with a degree of diffidence; produced by 
exiting circumftances, and the expe¢ta- 
nons of the diftrit.—My only fources 
cf confidence are in vour wifdom and 
+xperience,and in an honeft intention on 
my part, to allift your councils in every 
meafure that may tend to promote the 
pubiic good. 7 
The territory of Ozleans,in fome points 
may be confdered anew territory ; but 
ini the mof part, as‘more than matur- 
éed.—Much is-to be created, but more 
regenerated. Too great care, therefore, 
‘cannot be taken to draw the true line of 
aRir Qian between thofe parts of the 
fyfem which require only to be ftrength- 
ned, and=thefe that demand reform.

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come thé grand depolit: for the furplus 
productions of the exténfive countries 
which ftretch from the Allegany moun- 
tains to the. diftant and yet unexplored 
weftern: frontiers of Louifiana, coun- 
tries rich beyond calculation, in natural 
refources, and daily increafing in popu- 
lation, and improving in arts. To this 
city, asa centre, the Miffouri, the Ohio, 
the Miffifippi, and all their tributary 
ftreams will annually convey their trea- 
fures, and will ere long be the channels 
of an immenfe reverting commerce. 

New Orleans is moreover, the only 
city or town in this territory; the only 
general market for the confumption or: 
commercial transfer of property either 
imported or produced from the foil.— 
The city therefore has great claim to 
your moft. affectionate ‘patronage. Al- 
though not neglected’ heretofore, and of 
late generally benefitted by the munici- 
pality, yet much remains to. be done to 
organize a more energetic police, toim- 
prore the ftreers, to enforce cleanlinefs, 
and above all, to take every meafure, 
with the merciful aid of Almighty God, 
to preferve the health, promote the hap- 
pinefs of the inhabitants; and make cha- 
ritable provifions for the relief of pover- 
ty and ficknefs. How far, therefore, it 
may be expediént to enlarge the powers 
of the prefent municipasty, or to veft 
the care’of the city in a corporate body 
differently organized, is an enquiry wor- 
thy your ferious cénfideration. ” 

«Having faid thus much concerning 
the welfare Of the’commercial centre of 
the territory, my reflectious are natural- 
ly turned tawards theintercit of agrieul- 
ture. ‘On agriculture asa bafis, refts all 
the real profperity ofsa country. The 
people who draw their wealth from the 
foil they inhabit, are trply independent. 
Among fuch a people commerce makes 
her mott liberal returns, and enterprife 
finds the moft agreeable field for exer- 
tion.. Commefce and agriculture are as 
intimarely connected, as- the mother to 
the offspring to whjch fhe gives birth, 
and nourifh “Phe great incereft of 
the merchant and planter is the fame; 
and he is no friend to either who would 
with to divide them—Permit ‘me to re- 
mind you then; thatthe intereft of the 
territory would be benefitted by an early 
attention to our internal intercourfe,par- 
ticularly to\our rivers, “creeks, roads and 
leeves 3 and that fome tiberality judici- 
oufly applied ro thefe interefting objects 
might be attended*with beneficial ef- 
fects, . 

In adverting to your primary duties, 
I have yet to fuggett one, than which, 
none can be more important or intereft- 
ing—I mean fome general provifion for 
‘the education of youth. If we revere 
{cience for her own fake, or for the in- 
numerable benefits fhe confers on focie- 
ty—If we love our children, and cherifh 
laudable ambition of being refpeéted by 
our pofterity, let not this great duty be 
Joverlooked. Petmit me to hope then, 
that under your patronage, feminaries 
of learning will profper, and the means 
of acquiring information, be -placed in 
the reach of each growing family. Un- 
der a free government, every citizen has 
acountry, becaufe he partakes of the 
fovereignty, and may fill the higheft of- 
fices. Free Americawill always prefent 
flattering profpects for talents and merit. 
Let this exertion then be made, to rear 
up our children ‘in the paths of fcience 
and virtue, and to imprefs upon their 
tender hearts a love of civil and religious 
liberty; 

Among the feveral {tates of che union, 
an ingenius emulation happily prevails, 
in encouraging literature, and diterary 
institutions, and fome of them are mak- 
ing rapid ftrides towards. rivalling the 
proudeft eftablifhments of Europe. In 
this fentiment, fo favorable to the gene- 
ral good, you gentlemen, I am certain, 
will not hefitate to join. Ideem it un- 
neceffary to tronble you with any detail 
‘of arrangements. J am however per- 
fuaded that parfimonious plans will fel- 
dom fucceed—My advice therefore is, 
that your fyftem be extenfive and liber- 
ally fupported. 

As connected with the education of 
our youth, every conftitutional encou- 
ragement fhould be givén to minifters of 
the gofpel. ts Religion exalts a nation, 
while sin is thereproach of any people.” 
—It prepares us for thofe viciflitudes 
which fo often chequer human life—It 
deprives even misfortune of her victory 
— [It invites to harmony and-good will in 
this world, and affords a ‘guarantee for 
happinefs-hereafter, 

Before I conclude, gentlemen, I fhould 
be wanting in duty, did {nor folicit your 


of the citizens. This fubjeét fhould, 
indeed, receive the earlieft attention, for 
until fome judicial organization is di- 
reéted by the legiflature, the territory 
will remain expofed to great inconveni- 


ers firft arrived here, we found moft of 
the former Spanifh authorities. abolifhed 
and no courts af juftice in exiftence.— 
Daily in expeétation of fome fixed go- 
vernment ana unwilling ro*exercife my 


manent importance, I made no fyftema- 
tic attempts to organize regular tribunals 
of juftice. To meet however the wilhes 
of the people, and to promote what I 
thought their intereft, I eftablifhed an 
inferior court, of limitted jarifdiction, 
for the city of New Orleans, and in all 
cafes of more moment, the beft exertions 
were uled in the court where I had the 
honor to prefide, to difpenfe juftice with 
an impartial hand. - Thefe, and a {mall 
junifdiction given to*commandants and 
juftices of the peace, are the only ar- 
rangements of a judicial nature which 
were made during the late provincial go- 
vernment.¢ Bnt they are not intended or 
calculated for permanency, and Iper- 
{uade myfelf, that fuch legiflative provi- 
fions will fpeedily be made, as will give 
the judicial authority a more convenient 
and wifedirection. =. 

On the fubje&t, the act of congrefs, 
under which your powers are derived, 
has marked the outlines of your duty.— 
The number of {fuperior judges; the ex- 
tent of their jurifdiction, the mode of 
trial and number of feffions are prefcrib- 
ed. To finifh the detail, and give mo- 
tion to the fyftem ; to determine tn what 
manner thofe feflions fhould ‘be diftri- 
buted through the territory, the forms 
of practice to be abferveds and above al}, 
the laws which are to'be adminiftered, 
are objeéts of high confideration devolv- 
ing upon the legiflature. In regard to 
the forms of praétice permit me to hope, 
ort as 
may be confiftent with equity and public 
convenience: The tedicus and expen- 
five routine cf forms, which often em- 
barrafs the avenue to jultice,, and fome- 
times fender it inacceflible, I trufe are 
forever banifhed from this country. 

“A fyftem of criminal jurifpruderce is 
alfo: matter for your confideration,I think 
it probable, that on examination, you 
will find the exifting code of criminal 
law imperfect, and ‘not adapted to the 
‘prefent conftitution of the territory. On 
this: fubje&t, I- cannot forbear recom- 
mending an energetic fyftem—buc by 
the term energetic, I do not mean a fan- 
guinary or cruel fyftem. Laws are.not 
the weaker by being merciful. It is not 
the feverity, but the celerity and certain- 
ty of punifhment, that reprefs crimes. 
While there isa hope of impunity, sons 
of rapine would brave even the axe or 
the wheel, whe would tremble at detec- 
tioh, when followed by a promp: and 
certain though light fuffering. 

The eftablifament of inferior courts 
oflimitted jurifdiction, throughout the 
territory, and the powers and duties 
thereof will neceflarily engage your at- 
tention $ and in their arrrangement your! 
own judgment andknowlege of the coun- 
try will be your fureft guides, Before I 
finifh my obfervations, in relating to a 
judiciary, allow me to give an opinion, 
that the laying out the territory, into fe- 
veral judicial diitridts, of fuperior jurif- 
diction, might be attended with happy 
effects. The prefence of the fupreme 
judges would attach coufidenceand com- 
mand refpect: their charges to jurors, 
and their legal opinions would diffemi- 
nate information as to the principles and 
advantages of the American government, 
and above all juftice would be brought 
to. the doors of onr fellow citizens, and 
might be obtained freely without price, 
and promptly withoutdelay. Allow me 
alfo to embrace. the prefent occafion to 
congratulate you on the introduftion a- 
mong us, of the ineftimable privilege of 
trial by jury; a privilege revered through- 
out the United States as a barrier againft 
opprefiion, and the bulwark of freedom. 
Some inconveniencies I am aware will 
attend its firt introdu€tion,. but be af- 
fured. it is well worth a temporary em- 
barrafment; this mode of trial is inva- 
luable, and J truit will remain the pride 
and boaft of every American. 

As another object of Jegiflative care I 
muit requeft yonr attention to: the in- 
teret, convenience and comfort of this 
city.—Having an extenfive trade, and 
being the refidence of many citizens, 
New Orleans already claims high rank.

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HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


Monday, December 31. 
Mr. Richaads, from the Committee of 
enrolment, reported that thé committee 
had examined the bill providing for the 
‘difpofal of fundry copies .of the laws of 
the United States, and that they had 
found the fame duly enrolled. 

On motion of Mr. Holland the fub- 
je&t of an eftablifhment of a poft road 
from Wafhington to New-Orleans was 
referred to the committee of the whole, 
to whom the fubje& ofa like road by 
Knoxvilie was referred:

The heufe went into a committee of 
the whole on the bill making an appro- 
priation for the {npport of the navy of 
the United States for the year 1805, 
which being twice read and referred to 
a committee of the whole, the blanks 
were feverally filled up, the total amount 
of the appropriation was 1,240,000 dol- 
lars. The committee rofe and reported 
ana the bill was orderred to be engrofied 
for a third reading on Wednefday. 

Mr. J: Randolph, from the committee 
of Ways and Means, prefented a bill 
making appropriation for the fupport of 
government for the year 1805, which 
was twice read and referred to a commit- 
tee of the whole on Wednefday. 

. An engroffed bill for the relief of John 
Steel was read a third time and pafled. 

An engrofled bill to incorporate the 
Wathington building and fire infurance 
company was about being read, whea 

Mr. Gregg expreffed a with that it 
might be poftponed, and a fpeedy deci- 
fion had on the queftion of recefhion.— 
He underftood this was the day fixed for 
that fubjeé. . | 

Mr. Lewis obferved that the motion 
for receflion coud" ‘have no effe upon 
this bill, as it did not contemplate the 
receffion of the city of Wathingron, but 
only of the other parts of the diftrict. 

Mr. Standford had intended to híve 
called up the refolutions for receflions ; 
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but hohad juft reecived'a letter from a 
number of the inhabitants of the diftri 
wifhing a fhort delay ; there were. alfo 
abfent from the Houfe feveral members, 
who had taken confiderable: intereft in 
the fubje&t. For thefe reafons he did 
not intend to call up the refolution for 
two or three days.

ECLIPSE OF THE SUN. 

On the 16th of June, 1806, there will 

be a total eclipfe of the Sun, vifible. if 
the air be clear The darknefs, occafi- 
oned by this remarkable eclipfe, will be 
fo great, that if our .atmo’phere fhould 
be free, the ftars will undoubtedly ap» f 
pear. 
A total eclipfe of the Sus, is fuch a 
rare phenomenon in the catalogue of 
eclipfes, that there will not probably be 
another of the kind, at the fame place, 
within the period of the prefent genera- 
tion. We have therefore, for the gra- 
tification of fuch of our readérs as de- 
light in contemplating the beauty of ce- 
lettial phenomena, been at the trouble 
of making fome calculations relative to 
the different afpects and phafes of this 
greateclipfe.—The calculationsare made 
for the meredian of Norwich, in Lat.

On Monday the 4th inftant, the trial 
of Judge Chafe commenced before the 
High Court of Impeachments. 

About a quarter before one o’clock, 
the Senate took their feats, every mem- 
ber of the body beintg-prefent, Imme- 
diately after the Managers, viz. Mefirs. 
J. Randolph, Nicholfon, Rodney, Boyle, 
Early, G. W. Campbell, and Clark ap- 
poinréd to conduct the impeachment, 
entered, accompanied, by the Speaker 
and members of the Houfe of Repre- 
fentatives, to whom feats were affigned. 
As foon asthey were fezted, Samuel 
Chafe, being called upon to appear, en- 
tered, attended by his counfel, Mefirs.

ANSWER 
THIS tefpondent, in his proper per- 
fon, comes into the faid court and pro- 
tefting that there is go high crime or 
/ mifdemeanor particularly alledged in the 
faid articles of impeachment, to which 
he isor can be bound by law to make 
anfwer 5 and faving to himf<lf now, and 
_ alltimes hereafter, all benefit of excep 
tion to the infufficiency of the faid arti 
cles, and‘each of them, and to the de- 
fects therein appearing ‘in point of law, 


or otherwife; and prorefting alfo, that} 
adelphia, for the diftrit of Pennfyl- 


he ought not tobe injured inany man- 
ner, by any words,- ot ‘by any want of 
form in this his anfwer ; he fubmits the 

_ following fats and-oblervatien by way 
of anfwer to the faid articles. 
¢ The firt article relates to his Tappofed 
shifcondvé in the trial of John Fries, for 
treafon, before the circuit court of the 
United. States, at Philadelphia, in A- 
pril and May, 18c03 and alledges that 
he prefied at that trialand that *“unmmd- 
ful of the folemn duties of his office, and 

_ contrary to the facred obligation by which 
he ftood bound to difcharge them faith- 
fully and impartially, and without re- 
fpec&t to perfons,” he did.then,” in his 
jadicial capacity, conduct himfelf in a 
manner highly arbitrary, oppreflive and 
unju. - 

This generat accufation, too`vague in 
itfelf for reply, is fupported by three 
{pecific charges of mifcondud, . 

1ft. «In delivering an opinion in 
writing, on the queftion of law, on the 
conftruction of which, the defence of the 
accufed materially depended, :” which 
opinion, it is alledged, tended : “ to pre- 
judice the minds of the jury againft the 
cafe of the faid John Fries the prifoner, 
‘before counfel had been heard in his fa- 
vour A ia > = 
2d. In reftricting the counfel for the 
faid John Fries, from recurring to fuch 
Englith authorities, as they believed ap- 
pofite ; ot from citing certain ftatutes of 
the United States, which they deemed 


illuttrative -of the pofiiion, upon which} 


. they intended to reft the defence of 
theit client.” 
gd. * In debarring the prifoner from 
his conftitutional privilege of addrefling 
the jury (through his counfel) on the law, 
as well ags on the faét, which was to de- 
termine his guilt, or innocence, and at 
the fame time endeavoring to wreft from 
the jury ther indifputable right to hear 
argument, and derermine upon the 
queftion of law,as well as the queftion of 
faét, involved in the virdiét which they 
were required to give.” | 
' ‘Lhis firft article then concludes, that 
in confequence of this irregular condu&t 
_of this refpondent, “€ the faid John 
Fries was deprived of the right fecured 
to him by the eighth article, amendatory 
of the conftitution ; and was condemned 
todeath, without haying been heard, by 
eounfel; in his defence.” $ 
By the eighth article amendatory to 
the conftitution, this- refpondent fup- 
pofesis meant the /ixth amendment to 
the conftitution of the United States, ; 
which fecures to the accufed, in`all cri- 
minal profecutions, the right to have 
the afiitance of counfel for his de- 
fence. > 
In anfwerto thefe three charges, the 
refpondent admits that the circuit cour: 
of the United States, for the diltri& cf 
Pennlyivania, was held at Philadeiphia,

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in that diftri€@t, in the months of April 
and May, in the year of our Lord, one 
thoufand eight hundred ; at which 
court, John Fries, the perfon named in 
the faid firft article, was brought to tri- 


jal on indiétment for treafon againft the 


United States ;.and that this refpondent 
then held a commiffion, as one of the 


d aflociate juftices of the iupreme court of 


the United States; by virtue of which 
efice, he did, purfuant to the laws of 
the United Srates, prefide at the above 
mentioned trial, and was afiifted therein 
by Richard Peters, efq. then, and full 
diftriGt judge of the United States, for 
the diftriét of Pennfylvania ; who as di- 
rected by the laws of the United States, 
fat as affiltant judge at the faid tri- 
al. 

_ With refpeé& to the opinion which is 
alleged to have been delivered by this 
refpondent, at the above mentioned tri- 
al, he begs leave to lay before this ho- 
norable court, the true ftate of that 
tranfaGtion, and to call its attention to 
fome facts and confiderations, by which 
his condu& on that fubject will, he pre- 
fumes, be fully juftified. 

The conftitution af the United Srates, 
in the third feGtion of the third article, 
declares that ** treafon againft the U- 
nited Srates, fhall confit only in levyrg 
war againft them, or adhering to their 
enemies, giving them aid and comfort.” 

By two atts of congrefs, the firit paf- 
fed on the third way of March, 1798, 
and the fecond on the eighth day of May, 
1792, a duty was impofed on fpirits dif- 
tilled within the United Stazes, and on 
itills ; and various provifions were made 
for its colle€tion. ; 

In the year 1794, an infarredtion took 
place in four of the weltern counties of 
Pennfylvania, with a vicw of refifting, 
and preventing by force the execution of 


ithefe two ftatues 3 and at a circuit 


court of the United States, held at Phi- 


vania, inthe month of April, in the 
year 1795, by William Patterfon, efq. 
then one of the affuciate jultices of the 
fupreme court of the United Srates, and 
the above mentioned Richard Peters, 
then diffri€t judge of the United States, 
for the diftri¢? of Pennfylvania, two per- 
fons who had been concerned in the 1- 
bove named infurre€tion, namely Philip 
Vigol.and John Mitchel, were indicted 
for treafon, of levying war agair.ft the 
United States, by refifting and prevent- 
ing by force the execution of the two 
lat mentioned atts of congrefs; and 
were, after a fall and folemn trial, con- 
victed on the indi&ments and fentenced 
to death. They were afterwards par- 
doned by George Wathington, then prefi- 
dent of the United States. . 
-In the firft of thefe trials, that of Vi- 
gol, the defence of the prifoner was con- 
ducted by very able counfel, one of 
whom, William Lewis efq. is the fame 
perfon who appeared as counfel for fohn 
Fries, in the trial now under confidera- 
tion. Neither that learned gentleman, 
ncr his able colleague, then thought 
proper to raife thequeftion of law‘ whe- 
ther reiting and preventing by armed 
force,the execution of a particular law of 
the United Stases, be a levying of war a- 
gainft the United States,” according to 
the true meaning of the conttitution ? 
although a decifion of this queftion in 
the negative, muft have acquitted the 
prifoner. But in the next trial, that of 
Mitchell, this queftion was raifed on the 
art of the prifoner, and was very fully 
and ably difcufled by his counfel ; and 
it was folemnly determined by the cdurt, 
both the judges concurring, “ that to 
refit or prevent by armed force, the ex- 
ecution of a particular law of the U- 
nited States, is a levying of war againft 
the United States, and confequently is 
treafon, within the true meaning of the 
conftitution.”’? The decifion according 
to the beft eftablifhed principles of our 
jurifprudence, became a precedent for 
allcourts of equal or inferior jurifdic- 


tion ; a precedent which, although not 


abfolutely obligatory, ought to be view- 
ed with great refpect, cf{pecially by the 
court in which it was made, and 
ought never to be departed from, 
but on the fulleft and cleareft convic- 
tion of its incorrectnefs. 

On the oth of July, 1798, an act of 
congrefs was pafled, providing for-a va- 
luation of lands and dwelling houfes, 
and an enumeration of flaves through- 
out the United States; and directing 
the appointment of commiffioners and 
affefors for carrying it into execution : 


‘| And on the fourth day of July, in the 


fame- year, a direct tax was laid by ano- 
ther act of congrefs of that date, on the 
lands, dwelling houfes, and flayes, fo to 
‘pe valued and enumerated.

Inthe months of February and Marchi, | the ‘United 
A. D. 5799, an infurregtion took place 


in the counties of Bucks.aad Northamp- 


ton, in the ftate of Pennfyivania, for 
the purpofe of refifting ang preventing 
by force, the execution of the two laft 
mentioned acts of congrefs, and parti- 
cularly that for the valuation of lands 
and dwelling houfes. John Fries, the 


perfon mentioned in the. article of im- 
peachment now under confideration,was 
apprehended and. committed to. prifon, 
as one of the ring-leaders of this infur- 
rection 5 and at a circuit Court of the 
United States, held at Philadelphia, in 
and for. the diftrict of Pennfylvania, in 
the month of April, A. D. 1799, he 
was, brought to trial forthis offence, on 
an indictment for treafon, by levying 
war againft the United States, before 
James Iredell, -efq. them one of the-affo- 
ciate juftices of the falimeme court of the 
United States, who pgefided in the fame 
court, according to Jaw, and the above 
mentioned Richard Peters, then diftridt 


judge of the United) States, for the dif- 


trict of Pennfylvania,Mwho fat in the faid 
circuit court as afliftant judge. 

In this trial, whith. was corduéted 
with great folemnizy, and occupied nine 
days, the prifoner was.afifted by Wm. 
Lewis and Alexander James Dallas, efqs. 
two very able and eminent counfellors ; 
the former of whom Wm. Lewis, is the 
perfon who aflifted as above mentioned, 
in conducting the defence of Vigol, on 
a fimilar indictment, / Thefe gentlemen, 
finding that the fatts alledged were fully 
and undeniably proved, b} avery minute 
and elaborate examination of witneflts, 
thought proper to reft the cafe of the 
prifoner, on the queftion of law which 
had been determined in the cafes, of Vi- 
goland Mitchel above mentioned, and 
had then been acquiefted in, but which 
they thought proper again to raife,— 
They contended, ¢* that to refilt by force 
of armsa particular. kw of the United 
States, docs not amount to levying war 
againft the ‘United: Stares, within the 
true meaning of she conftitution, and 
therefore it is not fr¢ason but a riot only.” 
This queftion they argued at great 
length, and with all the force of their 
learning and genivs; and after a full 
difeuffion at the bar, and the moft ma- 
ture deliberation by the court, the learn- 
ed and excellent judge who then prefid- 
ed, and who was no lefsdiftinguifhed by 
his humanity and tendernefs towards 
perfons tried before him, than by his ex- 
tenfive knowledge and great talents as a 
lawyer, pronounced opinion of the him: 
felf and his colleague, ** that to refift or 
prevent by force, the execution of a par- 
ticular law of the United States, does 
amount to levying war again‘t them, 
within the true meaning of the confti- 
tution, and does therefore conflitute the 
crime of treafon :” thereby adding the 
weight of another.and more folemn de: 
cifion, to the precedent which had been 
eftablithed in the above mentioned cafes 
of Vigol and Mitchel. . 

Under this opinion of the court on the 
guettian of law, the=jury, having no 
doubt as to thefe facts, found the faid 
John Fries guilty of treafon,on the above 
mentioned indictment, Buta new trial 
was granted by the court, not by reafon 
of any doubt as to the correctnefs of the 
decifion on the queftion of law, but fole- 
lyon the ground, as this refpondent 
hath underftood and believes, that one 
of the jurors of the petit jury, after he 
was fummoned, but before he was {worn 
on the trial, had made fome declaration 
unfavorable to the prifoner. 

The yellow fever having appeated in 
Philadelphia in the fammer of the year 
1799, the above mentioned Richard Pe- 
ters, then diftri& judge of the United 
States for the. diftri& of Pennfylvania, 
did according to law appoint the next 
circuit court of that ciftri€t, to be heid 
at Norris Town therein: Purfuaut to 
which appointment, 4 circuit court was 
held at Norris Town aforefaid, in and 
for the faid diftriG, on the rrth day of 
Otober in the lat mentioned ygar, be- 
fore Bufhrod Wathivgton, efq. then one 
of the.affsciate juftics of the fupreme 
court of the United States, and the a- 
bove mentioned Richard Peters; at 
which court no proceedings were had 
on the aforefaid indictment againft John 
Fries, becaufe, as his refpondent hath 
been informed and believes, the com- 
miffion of the marfhal cf the diftriG had 
expired, before hehad furmmored the 
jutors to attend atthe faid court, and 
had not been renewed; by tealon of 
which no legal pamnel of jurors could be 
formed, | 

On/the 11th dayof April, A. D. 1800. 


and from that dayuntil the ad day of 


May in the fame year, a circuit court of 


States was held at Phila- 
delphia, in and for the diftri& of Penn- 
fyvania, before this réfpendent, then one 
of. the afiociate juttices of the fupreme 
court of the United States, and the a= 
bove mentioned Richard Peters, then 
diftri€t judge of the United States for 
the diftri€t of Pennfylvania. At this 
court, the indiétment pn which the faid 
John Fries had been ‘convitted as men- 
tioned, was quafhed ex officio by Willi- 
am Rawle, Efq. them attorney of the 
United States for the difiri& of’Pennfyl- 
vania, and a new iudictment was by him 
preferred againfl the faid John Fries, for 
treafon of levying war againft‘the United 
States, by refifting and preventing by 
ferce, ‘in the manner above fet forth, the 
execution of the above mentioned aéts 
of congrefs, forthe valuation of lands and 
dwelling hoafes and the enumeration of 
llaves, and for Jevying and collecting a 
direct tax. This indictment, of which a 
true copy, marked exhibit No. «1, is 
herewith exhibited by this refpondent, 
who prays that it may be taken as part 
of this his answer, being found by the 
grand jury on: the 16th day of * April, 
1800,the faid Jolin Fries was on the fare 
day arraigned thereon and plead not guil- 
ty. William Lewis and Alexander James 
Dallas Efqrs. the fame perfons who had 
conducted his defence at his former trial, 
were again at his requeft afligned by the 
court as his counfel; and his trial was 
appointed to be had, on Tuefday the 22d 
day of the lalt montioned month of A- 
prih 

After this indictment was found by the 
grand jury, this refpondent confidered 
it with great care and — deliberation, and 
finaing, from three overt aéts of treafon 
which it charged, that the queftion of 


law arifing upon ic, was the fame ques- 


tion which had already been decided 
twicein the fame court, on folemn ar- 
guments and deliberation, and oncé ‘in 


that very cale, he confidered the law as 


fertled by thofe decifions, with the cor- 
rectnels of which on full confideration 
he was entirely fatisfied į and by the at= 
thority or which ke fhould have decem- 
ed himtelf bouad, even had he regard- 
ed the queftion as doubtful in itfelf.— 
They are moreover in perfe& conformi- 
ty with the uniform tenor of decifions 
in the courts of England and Great Bri- 
tain, from the revolution, in 1688; to 
the prefent time, which, in his opinion, 
added greatly to their weight and au- 
thority. . 

And furely ke need not urge to.this 
honorable court, the correctnefs, the 
importance, and the abfolute neceflity 
of adheretng to principles of law once 
eftablifhed, and of confidering the law 


as finally fettled, after repeated and fo- 


iemn decifions by courts of competent 
jurifdition, A contrary principle would 
unfettle the bafis of our whole fyftem of 
jurifprucence, hitherto out fafeguard 
and our boaft; would reduce the aw of 
the land, and fubject the rights of the 


| citizen, to the arbitrary Will, the paffi- 


ons, or the caprice of the judge in each 
particular cafe 5 and would fubftitnte 
the varying opinions of various men, 
inftead of that fixed, permanent rule, 
in which the very effence of law: confitts- 
If this refpondent ‘erred in. regarding 
this point as fettied, by the repeated and 
folemn -adjudications of his predec#iors, 
in the fame court and in the fame cafe; 
if he erred in fuppofing, that a princi- 
ple eftablifhed by two folemn decifons, 
was. obligatory upon him, fitting in the 
fame court where thofe décifions had 
been made 3 if he erred in believing 
that it would be the higheft prefumption 
in him, to fet up his opinion and judg- 
ment over that of his colleague, who had 
twice decided on the fame queftion, and 
of two of his predeceffors, who juftly 
rank among the ableft judges that have 
ever adorned a couft 3 if in all this he 
erred, it is an error of which Re can- 
not be afhamed, and which he trufts will 
not be deémed criminal in the eyes of 
this honorable court, of his country, or 
of that pofterity by which he, his accu- 
fers, and his judges,‘ muft one day be 


judged. 


Under the influencë of thefe confider- 
ations, this tefpondent drew. up an opi- 
nion on the law, arifing from the overt 
acts ftated in the faid indiétment, which 
was conformable to the decifions before 
given as above mentioned, and which 
he fent to his colleague the faid Richard 
Peters, for his confideration. That gen- 
tleman returned it to this refpondent, 
with: fome amendments affecting the 
form only, but not in any manner touch- 
ing the fubftance, _ ; 

The opinion thus agreed to this ref- 


pondent thought it proper to communi- 
cate to the prifoner’s coun/ej—(everal 
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reafone concurred in favor of this com” 
munication, Ree 
To the firft place, this refpondent cans- 
fidered hinfelf and the court, as bound 
by the authority of the former decifions’ 5 ` 
efpecially the lat of them, which was“ 
on the fame cafe. He confidered: the 
law as fettled, and had every reafon to 
believe that his colleague viewed it in- 
the fame light. -it was not faggeRted, of 
underftood that any new evidence-was 


to be offered ; and he knew that if any. (> 


could be offered, which conld vary the 
cafe, it would render whoily inappliea- ` 
ble both the opinion afd tlic fotmer de- 
cifions on which it was founded. And 
he could not and did not fuppofe, that . 
the prifoner’s comel would be defrous ` 
of wafting very precious time, inaddref- 
fing to the court an ufelefs argument, - ; 
on a point which that court held itfelf _ 
precluded from deciding in’ their favor.

Mr. Thompfon reported fromthe com- 
mitree appointed for the purpofe, on the 
petition of William Rolls, praying a 
grant. of land, other than that he had 
located, and which poffeffed the mill feat 
he had contemplated to purchafe of the 
United States—that he have leave to 
withdraw his petition.
